party have been elected 13 times and those of the democratic 
parly have been Kucceasful five times. 
The republicans liavtf 


.held the presidency for 52 years, and the democrats for 20.

events of "campaign years;" 


1856 


• The first miMonu- nominating convention of tho republican 


party was held in Philadelphia on June 17, 1856. John ('. Fre- 
mont was nominated for president and William L. Dayton of 
New Jersey for vice president. The platform affirmed belief in 
union of the states but did not declare* for freedom of the 
slaves. 


Tho democratic party met at Cincinnati June 2-C, and nom- 


inated Blames Buchanan of Pennsylvania for president and 
John C. Breckenridge of Kentucky for vice president. 


1 Buchanan ami Brcckenrirtga.won, in November, the party's 


last victory until 188-1.

tailer is entitled to a fair profit 
for the -unusual service to auto- 
mobilists which the service station 
renders but that in line with its 
appointments, the aim is to seek 
an equalization of price with the 
surrounding territory.
